HILE appreciating the difficulties 

that are sure to beset an enterprise 
of this kind,’ wrote WiLMER ATKINSON in 
the Farm Journal for March, 1877, Volume 
I, No. 1, “‘we enter upon our task cheerfully 
and with hope, but knowing well that in 
this field of labor, as in most others, no 
one can attain success without earning it. 

‘We shall use our best endeavors to make 
the Farm Journal a newspaper that shall 
possess real value to the class for whom it 
is published—the cultivators of the soil— 
and an entertaining monthly visitor to rural 
firesides. The future will determine the 
measure of our success.” 

After 60 years, not much can be added 
to that statement of principles. After 60 
years, we have no other aims than to be 
of real value to farmers, and an entertain- 
ing monthly visitor. 

To be sure, we have taken in a lot more 
territory, our field expanding from three 
states to forty-eight, plus the foreign nations 
of the world. As our latest step forward, 
we have developed the high-speed prinung 
and mailing system that enables us to print 
the freshest of news material, as described 
interestingly on pages 9 and 10. But our 
aims are unchanged—‘real value” plus 
“entertainment.” 

“More than this we need not say,” con- 
cluded Witmer ATKINSON, “but we will 
let our paper speak for itself, month by 
month, as it shall appear.” 


Farm Prices Above Par 


ISTORY was made, to some extent at 

least, when the last Crop Reporting 
Board ratio index number went over 100 
for the first time since 1925. 

That means that the prices of things 
farmers sell are higher in proportion to the 
prices before the War (average of 1909- 
1914) than the prices of things farmers buy 
are higher than the 
same prices before the 
War. Or, in still other —_ 
words, the farm prod- 
ucts index number was 
131, and the “prices 
paid” index was only 
128. 

That is the best of 
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news. But because 
prices are good, it does 
not necessarily follow 
that incomes are good. If you have no barley 
for sale, what good does it do you that the 
price is 90 cents compared with 62 cents 
before the War? 

It is for this reason that the agricultural 






officials at Washington, and in particular 
Secretary Wactace, are talking as little as 
possible about “parity prices,” and as much 
as possible about “parity incomes.” For it 
must never be forgotten that a farm family 
lives on its income, and that its income ts 
measured by prices times sales. 

It is now time, says Mr. Wattace, to be 
thinking of increasing sales. 

Incomes, however, are better, taking the 
industry as a whole. Let’s hope that prices 
stay good, and that the cost of things farmers 
buy is not swept up out of sight by the 
commodity price inflation that so many 
people expect.

Ingratitude for NRA 


HATEVER is the fate of the current 

attempt to undermine the independ- 
ence of our system of Federal courts, one of 
the most surprising things about it is that 
it is devised to make it possible to resurrect 
the corpse of the departed NRA. 

We had little good to say of the NRA 
while it was alive, and we have no more 
now. There was justification for the AAA, 
because its aims were good. But the record 
of the Blue Eagle was practically 100 per 
cent evil. 

This is not a matter of opinion. Many 
careful studies have been made, some by 
friends of the New Deal, and all show that 
recovery from the depression, which started 
in 1932 and was speeded up by Mr. Roose- 
veLt’s handling of the banks, came to a 
standstill with the establishment of NRA. 

For more than a year not an inch of fur- 
ther progress was made in production or em- 
ployment. But when 
the Supreme Court 
squashed the NRA in 
1935, recovery was in- 
stantly resumed, and 

— has continued to the 
present moment. 

Mr. Roosevett’s tri- 
umphant __ re-election 
last November could 
hardly have taken place 
if recovery had _ not 

started up when NRA died. To debauch the 
Supreme Court, in order to re-establish NRA, 
in order to prevent further recovery and push 
us back toward depression, seems, to put it 
mildly, like black ingratitude.

UICK, easy and efficient is the method 
shown for inoculating legumes with 
nitrogen-gathering bacteria. Put the 
seed on a canvas, prepare inoculating mate 
rial according to directions on the package, 
pour it over the seed, work the seed back 
and forth by manipulation of the canvas. 
And how about sowing inoculated seed 
on snow or frozen ground? Certainly; the 
bacteria can withstand extremely low tem- 
peratures. Seeding on snow is better than 
seeding on frozen ground, because the bac- 
teria are carried into the soil as the snow 
melts. The greatest kill of bacteria in inocu- 
lants is from drying out. 


Much about feeding we think we know, 
Sometimes, unfortunately, isn’t so. 


@ Don't kid yourself that because you have 
plenty of soybeans and a feed grinder you 
can grind the soybeans, mix them with corn 
and have a perfect dairy ration. *T will be 
better than corn alone, yes. But ground soy- 
beans are worth only about 85 per cent as 
much as soybean oilmeal for feeding. 

Maybe you’d be money ahead to sell the 
beans and buy a good mixed dairy feed to 
use with your corn. The dairy feed, if it’s a 
good one, would contain protein from sev 
eral sources (maybe linseed meal, cottonseed 
meal, corn gluten, etc.), and that is better 
than asking any single feeding stuff to supply 
all the protein. 


Into one word you can condense , 
The essence of good farming: Fence. 


@ In Iowa recently I saw woven wire fence 
which, I know for a certainty, was put up 
33 years ago. The fence was not badly 
rusted; many of the original oak posts were 
still doing good work.

Rusting of parts that come in contact. with 
fertilizer can affect the rate of application. 
For that reason, the fertilizer distributor 


should be washed out thoroughly after use.

@ Crop insurance of a most positive kind is 
seed treatment of small grain with organic 
mercury before planting. Seed treatment 
adds only a few cents a bushel to the cost 
of oats, but it prevents smut disease which 
may wipe out a whole crop. Loss in yield 
from smut in Kansas last season was 20 per 


cent.

Uniless they are inoculated. 


@ That's another way of saying: “It isn’t a 
legume until it’s inoculated.” Legumes not 
inoculated with the right kind of nitrogen- 
gathering bacteria fail to enrich the soil; they 
rob it. Also, they need frequent inoculation. 
We used to think once was enough. H. W. 
Batchelor, Ohio Experiment Station, says: 
“No”; that re-inoculation is justified be- 
cause plants inoculated develop toxicity. 


The profit road has no detour 
For him who husbands farm manure. 


@ Ever think of the manure spreader as a 
soil conservation implement? It’s just that. 
It puts barnyard manure, which supplies 
water-holding humus, right where it does 
the most good in preventing soil erosion. A 
manure spreader helps keep your top soil at 
home. 

Farm manure is worth at least $3.50 a ton 
because of the plant food it contains. Its 
humus value raises that figure considerably. 


If I were a cow I hardly think 
I’d stick my nose through ice to drink. 


@ Cows that have to drink ice water won't 
drink as much as thev need for heavy milk- 
ing. The ideal condition is running water 
in the stanchion, so the cows can drink 
water with chill removed at any time they 
want it. 

Next best thing is a tank heater. Good 
cows will give enough more milk to pay for 
tank heater and fuel.

quently victimized by unprincipled adver- 
tisers. It was the heydey of misleading ad- 
vertising. From the start, therefore, 
picious advertisers were excluded from the 
Farm Journal. 

But this was not enough; so in 1880 
Wilmer Atkinson established one of the 
milestones in journalism in this country by 
printing the first money-back guarantee in 
history—the well-known “Fair Play” an- 
nouncement. 

That was in 1880. It was 17 years before 
any other periodical copied the Farm Jour- 
nal’s guarantee of its advertisers, although 
of course many were equally careful as to 
the character of advertising they accepted. 
The effect was that the farmer came to real- 


sus- 
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ize that he could buy 
with increasing faith 
articles advertised in 
the national publica- 
vions. 

This guarantee 1s 
sull flying at the Farm 
Journal masthead, and 
stands as a link be- 
tween the founder and 
those who have _fol- 
lowed him in carrying 
on this idea of fair 
play. 

In 1882, Wilmer At- 
kinson began a custom 
of personally visiting 
farm homes and places 
of interest in various 
parts of the country. He would take a 
train to some distant point, get off, and 
with a knapsack start traveling. It didn’t 
matter to him what direction he took, or 
what means of conveyance. Sometimes in 
a horse and buggy, sometimes on foot, he 
visited with farmers. Spending the night 
at whatever house night overtook him, 
he became a part of the family, and through 
these contacts he learned what farm people 
were thinking, and what they needed most. 

He saw the need for rural free delivery of 
mail, and started the first effort in this 


























direction. Thus the influence of the Farm 
Journal became a very real thing in the 
development of agricultural activity.

Late in January the Farm Journal corre- 
spondent counted 26 farm building activities 
in traveling 56 miles through the Willam- 
ette Valley. This is in a district where the 
farms average about 150 acres in size. There 
were five new houses either just completed 
or just starting, two new barns, three house 
remodeling jobs, three new poultry plants. 

In 1936 the FHA in California financed 
9,116 farm modernization loans of the sea- 
sonal type amounting to $4,049,539. C. A. 
West, assistant director of FHA in Northern 
California says: “There has been a strong 
upturn in building throughout California of 
late; 1936 was the best building year experi- 
enced in California in the past five years. 
Although no survey has been made, it has 
been my observation that a large part of 
this building was on farms. From all indi- 
cations it appears that both new building 
and modernization of old buildings in 1937 
will exceed that of 1936.” 

That Kentucky farmers are using their 
increased income for buildings and equip- 
ment is shown by the fact that in 1936 the 
department of agricultural engineering at

culture had

from farmers for 64 per cent 
more building plans than 
were received in 1935. 

It is not guessing to say 
that the widespread pick-up in farm build- 
ing will carry on through 1937. Why? Be- 
cause of the lag in building during the 1930- 
1935 period, and because the 1937 farm in- 
come is expected to be a billion dollars 
higher than in 1936. 

On top of that, farmers are in a favored 
position as to labor. Relatively few of the 
farm repair and rebuilding jobs call for high 
priced labor. So many building materials are 
available that can be used by a man handy 
with saw, square and hammer. 

It’s no trick at all to turn an attic into 
a playroom or bedrooms by use of plywood 
or insulating board; to reroof house or barn; 
to put new rain spouts on the house; to put 
concrete floors and metal stanchions in dairy 
barn. Even a water system or heating plant 
need not discourage the handy man who 
makes use of the directions supplied by 
manufacturers and others who are interested 
in seeing farm homes have modern con- 
veniences.

PROTEIN CLUB 


Maine Extension Service has just awarded 
certificates to nine Franklin county farmers 
who qualified for membership in a new 
700-Pound-Protein club. These men entered 
one-half or more of their hayland in the 
contest, and were required to harvest from 
each acre at Jeast 22 tons of hay containing 
700 pounds of crude protein. 

Samples taken from each acre of 29 fields 
on these farms showed an average yield of 
6,668 pounds of hay, while the protein con- 
tent varied from 705 pounds to 1,310 pounds, 
with an average of 15 per cent protein. 
Fields in hay for five years produced about 
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as much hay as those being cut for the first 

time, but the yield in terms of protein was 

one-third lower in the older fields, largely 

due to difference in the amount of clover.

Farm tenancy hits a new high in Iowa, 
with half of the farms tenant-operated, and 
with 15 per cent of the tenants moving 
every year, Rainer Schickele, farm economist 
at Iowa State College, reports. The per- 
centage of tenancy ranges from 32 per cent 
in Dubuque county (east) to 67 per cent in 
Osceola county (northwest).

Modern crushing mills are 
extracting the oil at Gainesville, Florida; 
fogalusa, Louisiana; Cairo, Georgia; and 
Picayune, Mississippi. The United States 
imports around 125,000,000 pounds of oil 
annually from China for use in manufac 
turing paints and varnishes. In the last 12 
years thousands of acres of trees have been 
set in Gulf Coast states, following research 
work at the Florida Experiment Station. 

L. O. Crosby, lumberman, is setting 22,000 
acres in Pearl River county, Mississippi, at 
the rate of 200 acres a day with 20 tractors 
and 300 men.

‘roa days of the most important farm 
conference since 1933, resulted early to- 
night in what is intended to be a perma- 
nent long-range agricultural program. 

It places chief emphasis on Secretary Wal- 
lace’s ever-normal granary scheme and com- 
modity loans by the Federal Government. 
It represents a shift from control of produc- 
tion, except insofar as that is involved in 
the soil conservation act, to regulation of the 
marketing of crops. 

The conference, held behind closed doors 
and under police guard, was featured by 
long and animated discussion of the loan 
plan, the chief issue being whether or not 
the Government should loan the full 
amount of parity price on each commodity. 
In the case of wheat, as of today, this would 
be $1.16.

THE resolutions call for the “‘ever-normal- 
granary” plan, with Government assistance 
in controlling the movement of crops to 
market, “In order to stabilize commodity 
prices at such levels as will insure a parity 
income to farmers and also a parity price to 
producers of such crops.” 

Crop insurance was endorsed, and so 
was an adequate farm-tenancy act, making 
possible for more widespread ownership of 
land. Continuance of the soil conservation 
act administration in the hands of Secre- 
tary Wallace for four years was advocated. 
This included endorsement of existing bene- 
fit payments, and additional or conditional 
benefit payments to provide for the “posi- 
tive” control of production, which Mr. Wal- 
lace pictured as necessary in years when 
yields were abnormally high. 

Other demands include return of sub- 
marginal land to the public domain, and its 
use for reforestation, conservation, flood 
control, etc., re-enactment of marketing 
agreements, continuance of the use of 30 
per cent of customs receipts for subsidizing 
exports, and a system of Federally-controlled 
and regulated warehouses and terminal fa- 
cilities. 

As it happens, this endorsement of mar- 
keting agreements came on the eve of a 
conference held today with co-operative rep-

resentatives to iron out difficulties in con- 
nection with a new marketing agreement 
act. The question involved is over producer 
approval of the agreements. As drawn, the 
bill is intended to bring about price fixing, 
and this appears to have the support of 
Secretary Wallace.

BUT Washington has no attention to give, 
at the moment, to agricultural plans or 
conferences. The Capital is absorbed in one 
thing only—the proposal to retire or sup- 
plant all Federal judges over 70 years of 
age, in order to introduce more “young 
blood” with more “advanced” ideas. 

This would be expected to produce more 
favorable consideration of legislation the 
purpose of which is to center more powers 
in Washington politicians and Washington 
bureaucrats. 

A by-product, it is claimed, would be a 
speed-up of the business of the Federal 
Courts.

IF THIS were the only purpose of the new 
scheme, it would not arouse much interest, 
but supporters and opponents alike admit 
that the real object is to appoint as many

as six additional members of the Federal 
Supreme Court right away, and three more 
by 1940. 

New Dealers call this process “removing 
the obstacles to the bloodless revolution,” 
while opponents call it “packing the Court 
with yes-men.” 

All agree that if Congress passes this bill, 
and makes this fundamental change in the 
position of the Supreme Court, it will be 
followed at once by legislation reviving the 
NRA, AAA, the Guffey Coal Act, and re- 
enacting the Labor Relations Act, if that is 
thrown out by the Court. 

What the outcome will be, no one in 
Washington will now attempt to predict. 

It is true that the country voted last

TRACTORS 


By E. T. LEAVITT 


HINK of the labor it took to harvest wheat 60 

years ago and you have a better appreciation of 

what tractors and machinery have done for agri- 
culture. 

Two horses pulled the reaper. Binding was done by 
hand on most farms. Cut grain was stacked or stored in 
the barn. Threshing machines were run by horsepower. 

In contrast, think of present day harvesting with a 
tractor-drawn combine. One man, on a two-plow tractor, 
cuts stalk-ripened grain at the rate of 25 acres a day with 
as little as a gallon of fuel per acre. Once over the field 
and the job is done. 

In other farm operations a similar story could be told, 
with the tractor crowding the horse out of the picture, 
and forcing manufacture of (Continued on page 28) 
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Ordinary bluegrass pas- 
tures can never be de- 
pended on to feed cows 
in midsummer. Deep- 
rooting legumes, like alfalfa and

AST summer I spent two months and 


traveled 4,000 miles visiting many 

dairy farms 1n_ Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
I was studying the critical short pasture 
situation. Everywhere I saw short, burnt up 
bluegrass and starving cows in spite of heavy 
rains in spring and an abundance of white 
clover in the bluegrass in June. 

On one farm in northern Illinois were 
21 cows on 100 acres of bluegrass pasture— 
nearly five acres per cow. The grass was 
so short that the cows were half-starved the 
greater part of the pasture season, although 
they pilfered feed from the neighbors 
through a hole in the fence. 

Even with supplementary feed, many 
cows seen on short pastures were startlingly 
thin. Their ribs and hip bones stuck out 
like walking skeletons; their gaunt necks 
stretched in a vain search for feed. 

On another farm in north central Illinois, 
after grubbing for bluegrass for three months 
on dried up pastures supplemented with a 
little stunted green corn, the cows had 
shrunk to half their former milk flow and 
lost an average of 150 pounds in body 
weight. 

One farmer in central Illinois with short 
bluegrass pasture, cut trees, gave the brush 
trimmed off to his cattle and they got what 
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rishment they could from these 
leaves until his corn was large enough to 


feed. So farmers in desperation fed part 
of the litde hay that had been stored for 
winter. ; 

These instances illustrate the loss and pri- 
vation tl has come to thousands of hard- 


working farmers, not on submarginal land, 
but all over the intensive dairy region in 
the best productive area of the United States, 
because they relied on ordinary bluegrass 
pasture which can not withstand the dry 
weather of midsummer in any year, to say 
nothing of the devastating drought and in- 
tense heat of the past summer! 

Even in normal years, all over this country 
from the Atiantic to the Rockies and from 
Canada down to the Gulf, the common 
sight is short, overstocked grass pastures 
and thin, underfed livestock. 

The loss from short pastures is three-fold. 
When cows once shrink in milk production 
and become emaciated it is impossible to 
get them back to their former level of pro- 
duction and profit in that lactation period, 
even after good feed is supplied. 

When pasture is kept eaten down close it

is seriously injured by extra tramping and 
the breathing leaf surface of the plants is 
greatly reduced, stunung the growth and 
allowing the sun to heat the soil excessively, 
which even damages the roots. 

When the pasture growth is so severely 
injured it comes on slowly even after abun- 
dant rains. The land is thus starved of much 
needed humus and wasted by erosion. 

This vicious circle of starved land, starved 
grass, and starved cows goes on, while the 
feed gets smaller and smaller in amount and 
poorer and poorer in quality as the soil gets 
lower and lower in fertility and is wasted 
by erosion. 

Why should dairymen in the eastern half 
of the United States suffer such heavy, un- 
necessary loss? They need not if only thev 
will meet this pasture problem squarely. It 
means going to the root of the trouble and 
preparing their land to grow deep-rooting, 
soil-building legumes. 

Most farmers pasturing bluegrass can 
never prevent economically the tremendous 
loss from lack of feed which occurs at some 
lime nearly every summer, unless they get 
at least a part of their land ready to grow 
deep-rooting legumes. Some farmers in 
every section have already done this. 


Bluegrass Fails, Alfalfa Wins 


N SECTION after section last summer, 

where bluegrass pastures were bare as a 
floor and thin cows rubbed noses with the 
turf from daylight to dark, one could see 
right across the road thriving alfalfa and 
sweet clover pastures which provided cows 
with an abundance of succulent, nutritious 
feed and kept up their production all sum- 
mer. 

In six different states the writer visited 
farmers who had all the legume pasture they 
could use for their high producing herds, 
and who now have all the good alfalfa hay 
they need this winter. 

On these good farms often 20 to 30 tons 
of alfalfa hay had been carried over from 
the 1935 crop. This, with the first 1936 cut- 
ting of alfalfa, nearly filled the mows. 

Such practical, prosperous farmers as these 
have proved that an abundance of deep- 
rooung legumes like alfalfa and sweet clover 
can carry them profitably through seasons of 
extreme drought.

Overcrowding is the 
root of many of the vices 
of chicks, such as_ toe- 
picking and cannibalism. 
Any statement as to the 
amount of floor space re- 
quired can at best be only approximate. 
Chicks to be confined indoors require from 
50 to 70 square feet of floor space per 100 
chicks. In other words, a 10 x 12-foot 
brooder house would accommodate about 
200 chicks, and a 10 x 20-foot hot-water- 
heated brooder compartment would serve 
around 400. 

During March, April and May, if the 
chicks have access to the outdoor range, the 
number of chicks can be increased some- 
what. When the chicks are outdoors much 
of the time, the floor space can be reduced

to 40 and sometimes 30 square feet per 100 
chicks. On this basis, a 10 x 12-foot brooder 
house would serve from 300 to 400 chicks. 

In a nutshell, it is better to buy 400 high- 
quality chicks and give them all the room 
they need to live and grow as they should, 
than to buy 600 or 800 and crowd them into 
the same quarters. The smaller number of 
chicks will often yield more first-class pullets 
in the fall, which means that you save on the 
cost of surplus chicks,. mortality of chicks, 
feed, and secure more high-priced eggs the 
following winter.

machinery designed especially for tractor 
use. This change has made it possible to 
say without exaggeration: “Whatever the 
job, you can count on the tractor.” 

“What next?” we may well ask as we 
survey the rapid strides tractor power farm- 
ing has made during the past few years. 
Well, there is the burning question of fuel. 
Most tractors have heretofore been built to 


use kerosene or distillate as the most eco- 
nomical source of power. Now the Diesel 
motor is with us. Users of Diesels report

remarkably low costs for the large amount 
of power obtained when used many hours. 

Another fuel question is, whether it is 
more economical to use either a standard 
grade of gasoline or even a higher grade 
anti-knock fuel than the cheaper grades. 
Some farmers are now using tractors with 
high compression heads suitable for burning 
Ethyl gasoline. However, there is difference 
of opinion among experts, with conclusions 
depending upon the type of tractor that is 
being used, the work required and spread 
in price of different fuels, which may vary 
somewhat with the locality. 

Five years ago or so, pneumatic tires on 
farm tractors created a great stir. Tires are 
now in general demand on a large share of 
new tractors. Farmers like them because 
they can cross or travel on paved highways 
and are more convenient in the hayfield or 
for hauling jobs around the yard. Rubber 
tires do not throw dirt and dust when work- 
ing in loose soil. Many engineers claim 
they increase the efficiency of present day 





tractors around 25 per cent in speed, sav- 
ings in fuel and greater power. A new 
thought, in connection with pneumatic 
tires, is filling the tires with water to provide 
extra weight. 

Early tractors were ponderous affairs; it 
took most of their power to move just their 
own bulk. It was expected that they would 
be used only on large acreages. Manufac- 
turers soon saw the necessity of scaling 
down the size of machines to fit more farms 
and to operate more economically. The 
smallest tractors of all fall into the so-called 
garden tractor class. Some of these are 
capable of doing all the work of two horses; 
smaller tractors, intended principally for 
cultivation, cut the labor bil! on truck farms. 

Early day tractors, except for belt power, 
were built only with the idea of eliminating 
horses in the field. The machinery to be

used remained the same except for pret 
units as with animal power. Instead of a 

machinery being pulled, as formerly, muc 

of it is now carried and some of it is being 
pushed by the tractor. 

The efficiency of power transmission has 
been improved by the power take-off. The 
amount of total work done has been steadily 
increased with a gain of 200 per cent or 
more as compared with that done by the 
first machines. 

One of the children of the depression has 
been the so-called one-plow tractor. It will 
plow and prepare the land more quickly 
than was ever possible with animal power 
available on such farms and can cultivate 
as much as 35 acres from dawn to dark. 
Its first cost is low and it operates on small 
amounts of fuel. Equipped with rubber 
tires this smaller edition can do much of the 
road hauling for owners of small farms.

Either dried or compressed yeast may be 
used.

Turn out 
on a floured board and knead until smooth 
and elastic.

The four Larger Parishes in the County 
are a part of — demonstration. One, the 
B. F. Tobey Larger Parish, the locale of this 
tale. 

And what is a Larger Parish? ‘A rural 
religious cooperative, a passion for service 
to the country side, a movement and an 
enthusiasm, a theory and principle of rural 
church work, a group ministry to a group 
of friendly churches working together.” 
Working together to discover which needs, 
activities and responsibilities of the churches 
in a common area, may be best served on a 
cooperative instead of a competitive basis; 
discovering how best to share talents and 
abilities of pastor and people through the 
entire area. No two parishes are identical 
but the plan is adaptable to any community 
and any situation where the people and the 
pastors care enough to work together. 


Two Warring Forces 
ia HAS been well said that in rural 


America there are two sets of forces, 
divisive and unifying. The Grange, Farm 
and Home Bureau, all extension work, mar- 
keting cooperatives, the centralized and 
consolidated schools are all unifying. If 
we are honest, we must admit that in most 
cases the church has been a divisive force. 
The young people who ride to the consol- 
idated school in one bus, may go to three 
different young people’s meetings on Sun- 
day night. The parents who go to one 
Grange on Saturday night may go three or 
more different ways on Sunday morning. 

The Larger Parish is a first and most 
simple step toward religious cooperation. 
It begins where people are. It upsets no 
existing organization. It furnishes the soil 
in which closer cooperation in the country 
side may develop. 

Let us see after five years of work and 
life in a Larger Parish just what it has to 
offer, what the problems are. 


The folks in nine churches, Baptist, Meth-

odist and Congregational denominations, in 
two townships of Tompkins County, felt a 
need for this closer cooperation. The area 
covers one hundred and five square miles 
with “young mountains” dividing it into 
different valleys. These people had observed 
the Enfield Falls Larger Parish nearby. They 
knew that six hundred boys and girls were 
receiving religious instruction during school 
hours from specialists in the field of religious 
education. This particular project of reli- 
gious education was the one that the Tobey 
Parish people united to work on. As small, 
separate churches, there was little they could 
accomplish, but together, well, they saw 
great possibilities! 

With the help of Dr. Ralph Felton, then 
an extension rural sociologist at Cornell, 
now at Drew University, and many sym- 
pathetic denominational officials, they talked 
and thought through the matter for two 
years. The Parish was not an added some- 
thing, dropped down by an “expert” in 
an office far removed from rural life. It 
was the fruition of their own dream and 
desire, well rooted in the soil of their daily 
lives. Three churches in the area did not 
join, but have cooperated as individuals in 
many instances. The interest of a large city 
church was secured and since the beginning 
of the Parish this church has paid the salary 
of the religious education worker. 

The first step in organization was the 
forming of a Larger Parish Council, con- 
sisting of the preacher and two selected lay- 
men from each congregation. In the spring 
of 1930, a religious education director, Viola 
Schuldt, and a chairman, Rev. Ralph Wil- 
liamson, were called to give full time service. 
Both of these young people and the present 
director, Christine Burdick, had the best

Just what has been done in the five years? 
More than eight hundred children have re- 
ceived an hour of religious education a 
week, not denominational or merely ethical, 


but definitely Christian. Under New York 
State Laws, parents must give their written 
permission for boys and girls to enroll. One 
hundred percent do this. In some of the 
schools where Miss Burdick goes, no child 
attends Church or Sunday School. About 
three hundred children have attended Daily 
Vacation Bible schools for two weeks each 
summer. 

Over fe hundred have attended Parish 
Camps on Lake Cayuga during these years. 
Three camps are held, one for junior girls, 
one for senior high boys and girls, and one 
for mothers. An empty farmhouse on the 
lake was the first camp site. For the last 
three years a cottage has been rented and 
tents and cots borrowed from Camp-fire and 
Y. M. C. A. groups. Campers bring their 
own food and do their own work. One dol- 
lar and a half is the fee for a week of camp- 


ing. 


And what do young people do at camp? 
Eat, swim, play? Of course! Pancakes, corn 
roasts, treasure hunts, morning dips, folk 
games on the beach, all are recorded as high 
lights in the camp paper. 


The discussion groups are popular, too, 
on topics the young people have selected; 


peace, what it means to be a Christian, boy

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High Farming 
at Elmwood 


By Tim Webb 


EAR MR. EDITOR: 

Potato prices are holding up well so 
far, and I have hauled out about 500 more 
bushels, as planned. But I have been having 
a dickens of a time with my storage. 

Conditions are somewhat better the last 
couple of weeks, but I may have to throw 
all my stuff on the market, almost any time. 
My commission man does not like that, and 
neither do I. 

As you know, the Elmwood storage facili- 
ties consist of a side-hill cellar backed into 
a sandy knoll—in other words, a kind of 
cave. In it we have an old stove and a 
drain-pipe chimney that ‘goes out the roof, 
but we use this only in very cold weather 
for an hour or two at a time. 

The temperature stays very even, around 
40 degrees in a normal winter, and all our 
potatoes and apples are stored there. Vege- 
tables like celery, carrots, turnips, etc., we 
dig into the ground at another place. 

Ordinarily we have no trouble with mois- 
ture, but the weather at Elmwood has been 
so warm and wet, from the beginning of 
December right up to the day this is written, 
that I could not get the temperature below 
42, the walls of the storage cellar were 
wringing wet and a good deal of the-time 
every spud had a film of moisture on its skin. 

The result was just what you would ex- 
pect—a lot of sprouting, some black-heart, 
and a few cases of soft rot. For a week or 
two Smith and I did hardly anything but 
work those spuds over and throw out the 
bad stuff, and we had to get out the cooker 
and start feeding the culls to the stock again. 


This, mind you, with spuds at $2.20 a 


hundred in the city. 

I figure we lost nearly two hundred bush- 
els, including fifteen bushels of my certified 
stock, of which I find I have nowhere near 
enough. I have orders for twice as many as 
I grew this year, and I will have to return 
one order that I already accepted. I think 
it is better to cut off the late comers, and 
supply early customers with all they order, 
instead of cutting down everybody in pro- 
portion. That makes everybody sore. 

We have had about seven weeks of this 
warm, rainy weather. The western snows 
and ice did not get over the mountains at 
all. There is‘no frost in the ground, and we 
sure have a surplus of water around this 
section right now.

WENTY or more dairy farmers with 
herds totaling 900 cows in Lewis county, 
New York, are tackling the problem of 
lower feed costs by a different program in 
growing and preparing grain and roughage. 
Feed crops grown on these farms are 
corn, barley and oats (seeded together), 
clover and timothy hay, alfalfa, sweet clover. 
Some farmers sow flax with their barley and 
oats, 

The corn is used for silage. The barley- 
oats mixture (or barley, oats and flax) is 
harvested when ripe and the bundles are 
run through the same roughage mill that 
cuts corn for silage. Clover, timothy hay, 
alfalfa, mixed hay or other roughage is run 
through the mill. The cut roughage is then 
fed with supplemental dairy feed and silage. 

Advantages of this method of handling 
home-grown feed are listed by the farmers 
as follows: Feed goes farther; easier to 
handle; no spoilage; can keep more stock; 
no waste; cows drink 30 to 40 per cent more 
water; easier and quicker harvesting of 
crops; greater tonnage of home-grown feed 
per acre, due to closer utilization and ability 
to grow and use coarser, heavier yielding 
roughage crops.

MACHINERY 


SPECIAL two-week short course on

Combine harvesters are the most popular 
new machinery in Ohio, says Prof. G. W. 
McCuen, Ohio’s agricultural engineer. He 
puts the total number in the state at 800. 
Of these, 600 were bought in 1936. Custom 
combining is common because these small 
outfits can be quickly moved. 

A small combine used on the Weyker farm 
in Waukesha county, Wisconsin, last sum- 
mer took 40 bushels of alsike clover seed 
from ten acres. Combine was used to pre- 
vent loss from shattering. 

Stickan Brothers, Michigan farmers, pull 
pieces of old inner tubes over the outer ends 
of combine reels, leaving a few inches to 
droop. What for? Cleancut gathering in of 
grain at divider end of grain table. 


CROWDING 


F CHICKS after four weeks old persist in 
crowding into the corners of brooder 
house, a liberal use of creosote oil or car- 
bolineum will correct the nuisance. One 
application is effective for three to five weeks, 
which is generally time enough to serve the 
purpose. 

The repellent can be applied liberally to 
the floor and on the wall a few inches above 
the floor. Leave the floor exposed (without 
litter) at the point of application. In some 
instances single or double thickness of bur- 
lap may be tacked in place and the repellent 
applied to the burlap. 

Make the application when the house 1s 
free of chickens and at least a week before 
birds are brought into it.

| paige wind machines, mounted 
on tall towers, are being used by a num- 
ber of California fruit growers to protect 
their orchards from frost damage. Some 
fruit growers are also using these machines 
to dry out their orchards in case of late 
spring rains, thus checking various moulds 
and diseases. 

The wind-making unit consists of a large 
airplane-type propeller mounted on an elec- 
tric or gasoline motor. These propellers are 
of special design, many of them being 12 
feet or longer. The power plants vary from 
100 to as much as 450 horsepower. 

The propeller and power unit located on 
the top of the tower, revolve slowly in a 
complete circle, thus creating a strong wind 
which prevents deposit of dew or ice, be- 
cause the layer of warm air hovering above 
the tops of the trees is mixed with the colder 
air near the ground. 

Some of the electric-motor driven ma- 
chines are automatic in action: a thermostat 
siarts them when temperatures drop below 
freezing. 


ACIDOPHILUS 


¢ ALF scours and lamb dysentery can be 
controlled by use of acidophilus milk, 
which has been used by humans for in- 
testinal troubles. This discovery was made 
by veterinarians J. N. Shaw and O. H. Muth, 
Oregon State College. The treatment was 
explained a year ago to livestock men who 
tried it and found it successful. 

Acidophilus milk is milk that has been 
sterilized and then inoculated with acidoph- 
ilus bacteria. The dosage for calf scours 
is eight ounces as a drench as soon as the 
calf is dropped; for lambs, one ounce as a 
preventive as soon as dropped, or two ounces 
after the disease appears. 


VEGETABLES 


N “all-over color” tomato of good size 
A that lacks the usual green stem end or 
butt end at all stages of its growth has been 
developed by Cr. A. F. Yeager, at the North 
Dakota Agricultural College. It’s a deter- 
minate-growth variety, like Bison and Penn 
State. 


\ new watermelon, remarkably sweet, 
that ripens nine or ten weeks after planting, 
is among new introductions of Minnesota 
Experiment Station. It is called Northern 
Sweet, hails from Russia. A Minneapolis 
market gardener sold $500 worth of the 
new variety from an acre last year at his 
roadside market. 

Borax, feared by farmers because it was 
an impurity in potash fertilizers 20 years 
ago, turns out to be the farmers’ friend. In 


Delaware county, N. Y., on Lackawanna 
and Culver silt loams, borax mixed with 


fertilizer in amounts ranging from 5 to 25 
pounds per acre, has completely checked 
browning of cauliflower. 

Lima beans yield better when the seed is 
inoculated with a culture of nitrogen-gather- 
ing bacteria before planting. John Howard, 


Delaware county, Pennsylvania, says so. His 
inoculated pole limas produced one-quarter 
peck per vine last year. The bacteria can be 
bought in most any seed store.

| agree laboratory test at New Hamp- 
shire State College showed 36°, of the 
dairy animals tested had mammitis, strep- 
tococci form. Results of the test were re- 
sponsible for E. F. Eastman, extension dairy- 
man, setting down eight steps in partial con- 
trol of the disease: 

1. Test each quarter in the herd regularly 
with strip cup or brom thymol blue. 

2. Segregate all cows reacting to either 
test, as well as cows giving milk that is 
watery, thin, thick, or otherwise abnormal; 
milk-infected cows last. 

3. Test all replacements with brom thy- 
mol blue before adding to the herd. 

4. Strip cows properly after milking. 

5. Watch injured udders closely, to pre- 
vent infection. 

6. Practice herd sanitation. 

7. Wipe udders with cloth moistened with 
chlorine solution; dip teat cups of milking 
machine in this solution before putting them 
on the cow. 

8. Consult a veterinarian if 
control measures are needed. 

Some cows, apparently without ill effects, 
carry infection to other animals. Infection 
may be aggravated by improper bedding, 
chilling or injuries. 


BARTLETTS 


BOYCOTT of Bartlett pear trees by 

Oregon bees has caused all sorts of 
trouble for pear growers in some parts of 
Oregon. Failure of the bees to work on 
Bartlett blossoms is responsible for pears 
falling when nearly full grown, due to lack 
of effective pollination. 

Bee specialists who looked for the answer 
found that bees are not so dumb. They skip 
Bartlett blossoms because there is only 10 
per cent sugar in Bartlett nectar. They prefer 
prune nectar with 41 per cent sugar; or 
Oregon grape, 63 per cent; or Royal Ann 
cherries, 60 per cent. 


PRUNING 


ara. new in pruning apples is 
the thin-wood method which comes out 
of Michigan. The method consists of re- 
moving from the trees the thin, relatively 
unproductive branches. 

Thin-wood pruning is the result of ex- 
perimental work which showed that in the 
average bearing apple tree, 49°, of the crop 
was borne in the top of the tree, 36% by 
outside branches, and 15° by inside wood. 
It was found that 60°% of the returns were 
derived from apples produced in the top of 
the tree, 33°4.from outside wood, only 7% 
from inside wood. 

It was also found that size of apple, as 
well as number of apples, is directly pro- 
portional to the diameter of the branch that 
bore it. Hence, the conclusion that thin 
wood, found mostly in the inner and lower 
part of the tree, is the wood to prune out. 

Aside from better, more marketable fruit, 
thin-wood pruning makes harvesting and 
spraying easier and less costly. 

Branches less than one-half inch in di- 
ameter can be removed with hand pruners. 
Larger branches call for heavier pruning 
shears and for special pruning saws. All 
large wounds should be painted.

STRAWBERRIES 


| ggecredd trials with ten different vari- 
eties of strawberries have shown that 
the total yield of berries in spring is gov- 
erned largely by the number of leaves per 
plant the preceding fall. Thegefore, to get 
lots of berries, follow-cultural practices that 
produce the largest possible leaf area per 
plant. 

Soil comes first. The ideal type is a well 
drained, fertile, sandy loam soil, into which 
has been worked large amounts of organic 
matter either as green manure crops, or as 
stable manure. 

Select proper varieties and get good, strong 
plants of those varieties. Some varieties 
make larger plants than others. A small 
plant of any variety may live and grow 
under favorable conditions, but a good-sized, 
well developed plant will be more likely to 
survive if conditions of soil and weather 
ire not just right. Set plants just as early 
as weather permits getting the ground ready 


In spring. 

Early runners should be saved and care- 
fully trained. Tests have shown that runner 
plants made in June have yielded as much 
as fifteen times as many berries as those set 
in September and October. This is because 
they have had the extra time to develop 
strong crowns and a large number of leaves 
per plant. 

Spacing of plants is tremendously impor- 
tant. Four plants per square foot in the 
fruiting bed should be ample; more plants 
are no better than weeds which tend to rob 
the other strawberry plants of moisture and 


plant food. 
Use fertilizer, either just before setting 


the plant , or as a side dressing just after 
the plants are set. In addition, use another 
application later of a complete fertilizer 
rather high in nitrogen and phosphorus. 
This will help to keep many of the leaves 
rreen and functioning well into the fall.

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POTATOES 


7 ‘WENTY-TWO tons of potatoes from 


one and one-half acres is the remark- 
able yield reported by Chester Cheek, of 
Sunnyside, Washington. He says he har- 

sted the crop in one day and sold it for 
$415. The seed cost him $22.70. Some 
profit! 

Plowing under vetch and peas, plus liberal 
use of fertilizer, helped M. F. Thomas, 
Hughes county, Okla., to get $2,026 from 
20 acres of potatoes in 1936. Thomas’s land 
1S terraced. 

Sprayed potatoes yielded 437 bushels per 
acre as compared to 180 bushels of unsprayed 
pe es ON plots at Massachusetts State 
Colleg Unsprayed vines began dying 
August 1; vines sprayed heavily each week 
with Bordeaux mixture stayed green untl 
October 1. 

The Argentine government bought several 
carloads of certified seed potatoes in Maine 
last year. 

Katahdin, a new potato for Colorado, is 
gradually replacing Rural New Yorker in 
the Montrose, Carbondale and San Juan 
Basin sections of the state. In the Greeley 
area, some growers like Katahdin better than 
Rural, others not so well. Clarence Sanburg 
grew 780 bushels of Katahdin on a measured 
acre in Montrose county. 

The yellow-fleshed potato was grown 
and used in Sweden when my folks were 
there about 40 years ago and liked much 
better than any white-fleshed variety grown 
here,” writes A. M. Larson, Crow Wing 
county, Minn.

to \T old question of purebreds vs. 
grades bobs up in the last monthly rec- 
ords of Ohio dairy herd improvement asso- 
ciations, and the evidence is in favor of 
purebr ads. Look: 

Milk records of 10,320 cows were kept in 
the 32 associations which reported. Twenty- 


three out of the best 30 herds in the small- 
herd class (15 cows or less) were registered 
purebreds, as were nine out of the first ten 
in this classification; 20 out of 32 herds in 
the large-herd class (over 15 cows) were 
registered and eight out of the first ten; and 
26 out of 30 high-producing individuals were 

xristered purebreds and nine out of the 


Maybe not all the superiority as shown by 
these records was due to the animals them- 
ves; owners of purebreds usually are 
prouder of their livestock and devote extra 
attention to the herd. 


LAND! 


HE aerial map method of measuring 

land, used by soil conservation folks, 
has brought to light a farm in Van Zandt 
county, Texas, that lacks 30 acres of being 
as big as the owner thought when he bought 
it 15 years ago. He now threatens to sue for 
return of the purchase price on 30 acres. 

An air photo made for the agricultural 
conservation committee in Jones county, 
Iowa, reveals that Frank Edwards has been 
unwittingly planting ten acres of his corn 
on another man’s land. An old plat map 
was shown in error at least 100 rods in 
charting the course of a river supposed to 
divide the farms. 

After 35 years of farming his 558 acres 
near McMinnville, Oregon, John Bernards 
honestly believes his land is producing about 
a third more than it did when he started on 
itin 1901. He attributes this to underground 
drains and clover. Ninety thousand feet of 
tile on the farm take off excess water and 
the clover has built up the fertility and work- 
ability of the soil.

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MULE CORN 


HEN you look back at the 1936 
corn season, the picture is not alto- 
gether gloomy. One bright spot is 


the performance of hybrid corn; “mule 
corn,” farmers call it. 

As good a way as any to sum up the 
outstanding virtues of hybrid corn is to say: 
“The hybrid has what it takes to produce 
a crop under the worst possible conditions.” 

Those conditions last summer were 
drought, chinch bugs, grasshoppers, disease. 

There is ample evidence to support such 
a strong claim for the hybrid strains. For 
example, on Arch Hosterman’s farm in 
Nemaha county, Nebraska, hybrid corn out- 
yielded ordinary varieties last summer by 
40 per cent. 

It was on Hosterman’s farm that Nebraska 
farmers gathered for “Hybrid Corn Field 
Day” in the fall of 1936. The farmers saw 
Hosterman and P. H. Stewart, farm crops 
man from the state agricultural college, husk 
out all the ears in a specified number of 
hills of ordinary corn. The hybrids had it 
all over ordinary corn in quality and yield. 

Iowa farmers who grew hybrid corn last 
summer found it stood up straight when 
ordinary varieties went down in a tangled, 
flattened mess. Hybrid ears were solid while 
ordinary open-pollinated corn was chaffy. 

In late August, corn growers in Madison 
county, Iowa (well south in the state), 
predicted that if there were any good yields 
in that part of the state, they would be in 
fields of hybrid corn. Corn-husking time 
bore out the prediction. There would have 
been a larger acreage of hybrid corn in Iowa 
last year if seed had been available. 


Fourteen Bushels More per Acre 


YBRID strains did well in Illinois in 
1936, as in previous years. Over a 
period of several years, in Illinois tests, 15 
different hybrids have averaged 71 bushels 


| of corn per acre, of which 63 bushels were 


sound corn. Three ordinary open-pollinated 
varieties averaged only 57 bushels, of which 
50 bushels was sound. That gain of 14 
bushels is well worth while.

Illinois tests have also proved that hybrids 
are sufficiently resistant to root worm and 
chinch bug damage to outyield ordinary 
corn, under those handicaps, by anywhere 
from 10 per cent to 50 per cent. In these 
tests, where root worm was present, _ 
per cent of the hybrid stalks remained stand- 
ing, while 95 per cent of the’ ordinary stalks 
went down. 

The Hiram Sibley estate, which grows 
15,000 acres of corn in Ford county, Illinois, 
grows nothing but hybrid corn. This ts 
because the hybrid stuff proved it was able 
to outyield ordinary corn by from five to 
ten bushels an acre. 


Less Damage from Hoppers 


VER 200 farmers in Woodford county, 

Illinois, went on a corn tour in late 
October. They found some fields of hybrid 
corn yielding from 80 to 90 bushels per acre. 
They found the hybrid fields had suffered 
less from grasshoppers and drought. 

Enough seed was produced in Illinois last 
year to plant 1,000,000 acres in 1937. That's 
about 15 per cent of the state’s corn acreage. 
In 1936, there was only about one-fifth that 
much seed available. 

Hybrid corn made 86 bushels per acre for 
Valentine Fries, Erie county, Ohio, in 1936, 
while Woodburn variety yielded 70!2. On 
some of his poorest soil the hybrid made 60 
bushels, Woodburn only 48. So great is the 
demand for hybrid corn in Ohio for 1937 
planting that nearly every seed grower has 
sold his last bushel. 

A remarkable record for hybrid corn was 
made by Guy Coulter, Conrad, Iowa, who 
won the corn growing contest held in con- 
nection with the Four-County Fair at Ackley. 

In spite of the worst drought in 80 years, 
hybrid corn grown by Coulter made 103 
bushels of corn to the acre; not a single acre, 
but on a ten-acre field. Coulter’s neighbor, 
John Clark, averaged just a little over 100 
bushels on ten acres with hybrid corn. 

Coulter’s corn was planted 28x42 inches, 
three kernels to the hill. The field had oats 
on it the year before.

I lr IS commonly believed that Sudan grass 
which has been stunted by drought or 
other cause is poisonous to stock. Is it true? 
Che Missouri Experiment Station has tested 
pure Sudan under all kinds of conditions 
without being able to produce any evidence 
of illness or poisoning. From these tests, 
it is believed that poisoning on Sudan pas- 
ture is due to the presence of stray stalks of 
cane and sorghum instead of the properties 
of Sudan grass itself. 

If pure seed is bought there apparently is 
little need for precautions. However, if pure 
seed can not be secured, thorough curing or 
ensiling of the stunted crop, or of second 
growth, before feeding is recommended. 
This is of particular importance if the 
growth of the crop was retarded in any way, 
or if it is second growth.

Goings-on pan 
in Washington 


November for whatever the Administration 
wanted, and many Senators and most Rep- 
resentatives regard themselves as so indebted 
to the New Deal for their seats that opposi- 
tion to Mr. Roosevelt can hardly be 
imagined. 

On the other hand, there are some signs 
of gathering storms. One such sign is the 
announcement of Senator Hiram Johnson of 
California that he will oppose the dilution 
of the Supreme Court, and the Senator's 
record as a redoubtable fighter was estab- 
lished when he and Senator Lodge defeated 
President Wilson’s League of Nations pro- 
posal. 

It must be recalled, too, that even if the 
Courts are to be thus made subject to politi- 
cal influence, all new judges appointed, in- 
cluding the Supreme Court justices, must 
be confirmed by the Senate. There are here 
the makings of not one but many bitter 
battles. 

The basic structure of the republic, with 
its three equal but independent powers, all 
subject to a written Constitution, is under 
assault, for the first time since the Civil 
War. It is no wonder that Washington can 
think of little else.

WHILE farm leaders and AAA heads are 
discussing plans, a totally new farm program, 
embodied in a bill by Rep. Gillette of Iowa, 
is before Congress. 

It is an all-embracing plan, covering both 
production control and disposal of surpluses. 
It provides for licensing importers of farm 
commodities, as a means of controlling im- 
portations, and for a large appropriation to 
dispose of surpluses. 

Mr. Gillette would scrap the existing AAA 
administrative machine, and set up in its 
place a board of twelve men, composed of 
one from each Federal Land Bank district. 
This board would administer the soil con- 
servation and ever-normal granary plan, as 
well as the disposal of surpluses and control 
of imports, 


« » 


THE ADMINISTRATION soon will have 
its powers to negotiate trade agreements 
extended. There has been much opposition 
to this from various farm groups, as outlined 
in this column a month ago, and several 
important proposals for curbing the Presi- 
dent’s powers have been advanced. But the 
administration has the votes to continue 
the act unchanged. 

Proposals for amendments provided that 
the most-favored-nation policy, under which 
any concession to one country is generalized 
to all holding such treaties with the U. S 
be eliminated, that ratification by the Senate 
be required, and that cost-of-production be 
the limit below which the President could 
not reduce tariffs. All will probably fail.

letter is being put on the presses, agreement 
having been reached between John L. Lewis 
and G. M. C. William S. Knudsen about 
midnight Wednesday night. 

Reading the terms of the peace pact hur- 
riedly, Washington sees in it a complete 
victory for the company. It includes, how- 
ever, one or two provisions designed to save 
Mr. Lewis’s face, and to cover up the fact 
that he has received a licking which Wash- 
ington thinks long overdue. 

Washington has not forgotten nor for- 


given Lewis for his open reminder to the 
President that the C. I. O. unions contributed 
money and votes toward his re-election, and 


that he expected the President to deliver a 
C. I. O. victory over General Motors in re- 
turn. That was bad political manners, to 
say the least, and the political capital is not 
displeased to see the affair turn out thus. 


« » 
THE TERMS of the settlement as an- 
nounced show that the General Motors 
pledge to protect the vast body of workmen 
in their right to work, without coercion 
from Mr. Lewis’s aggressive minority, is 
completely redeemed. 

The C. J. O. union is recognized as the 
bargaining agent for its own members only, 
and the sit-down strikers are to get out of the 
seized plants. The court orders for ejectment 


and contempt, as issued by Judge Paul V. 
Gadola, stand until the plants are evacuated, 
and only in that event will be withdrawn. 

On the other hand, General Motors gives 
all employes a 5 cent raise in hourly wages, 
and makes Governor Murphy, outside the 
agreement with Lewis, a promise that it will 
not start negotiations with any other body 
of employes, within the next six months, 
without consulting him. 

Coupled with Lewis’s recent defeats in the 
plate glass and other strikes, the C. I. O. 
leader becomes somewhat less of an irresist- 
ible force than he appeared a few weeks 


| 
back. 


« » 


LABOR troubles are likely to loom high 
for an indefinite period. Mr. Lewis is de- 
termined to organize the automobile, steel, 
rubber and other industries on industrial 
and not craft lines, and the General Motors 
strike appears only the forerunner of a 
series of long struggles. 

For that reason, interest is focused on the 
Department of Labor, particularly on Secre- 
tary Perkins. Washington observers are vir- 
tually unanimous in the belief that she 
bungled both the longshoremen’s and the 
automobile strikes. 

Unconfirmed Washington gossip is to the 
effect that the President would like Madame 
Secretary to drop out of the Cabinet, but is 
unable to ask her resignation. If he did make 
a change, he would face an embarrassing 
dilemma: whether to appoint an Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor man or a Lewis 
Committee for Industrial Organization man. 

He could elevate Mr. McGrady, Assistant 
Secretary, but Washington has the impres- 
sion that the Administration considers him 
not altogether loyal to the New Deal.

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higher reserves (twice as high, in fact) 
against their deposits. This is a healthy sign, 
when the tremendous base for credit expan- 
sion is considered, but even this will not 
prevent the run-away boom everybody fears. 

What the Board has done is to “sterilize” 
$3,000.000,000 in reserves, 
which could have supported more than $30 
billion of bank credit, but this would be 
ineffective if a real inflation were to set in. 
The “easy money” policy still remains, and 
it is easy money that is the real invitation 
to speculative buying. 

It is becoming less likely that the budget 
will be balanced, even for regular expendi- 
tures, by the end of next fiscal year. That 
makes it necessary for the Treasury to main- 
tain cheap money, and cheap money is the 
easiest way to a great expansion. It was one 
of the major causes of the stock market boom 
of 1928 and 1929,

NEUTRALITY legislation is much to the 
front in Washington now, but the Supreme 
Court issue has crowded it off the front 
pages. Some bill must be enacted before 
May I, when the present act expires, but 
there is a growing belief that the Adminis- 
tration will profit by any compromises 
reached between the two schools of thought. 

In other words, the President likely will 
be given some discretionary powers, instead 
of having an iron-bound neutrality policy 
forced on him.

ITEMS: Not much talk of 1940 Presidential 
possibilities is heard at the moment, but 
when it is brought up the names of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Henry Agard Wallace 
and Governor George Howard Earle of 
Pennsylvania are the most frequently men- 
tioned. . Morris L. Cooke, who has ad- 
ministered Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion, effectively and without ballyhoo, has 
resigned. President Roosevelt's plans 
for reviving NRA, with hour and wage 
controls, will now await the outcome of his 
move to increase the membership of the 
Supreme Court. There will be legislation 
along this line, however. .. . A $789,000,000 
unemployment-relief appropriation was con- 
tained in the first deficiency bill. It is to 
supplement $1,450,000,000 previously appro- 
priated, and to carry through till June 30. 

Asking for delay in establishing a 
comprehensive long-range flood control pro- 
gram till a special commission has had time 
to report, the President sent to Congress 
the National Resources Committee’s program 
for future public works. It is a six-year 
$5,000,000,000 program, including slum 
clearance, new buildings, grade-crossing 
elimination, highways, streets, forestry, soil 
conservation, irrigation, drainage and flood 
control. . The President is pushing his 
far-reaching plan for reorganization of the 
government by holding conferences with 
congressional leaders. This plan, outlined 
in the Farm Journal last month, would 
blanket all bureaus and commissions, even 
those which are essentially arms of Congress, 
under twelve governmental departments, 
two of which are to be newly created under 
the scheme. TVA, its contract with 
Commonwealth and Southern for purchase 
of its power ended, is now girding for a 
finish fight with private utilities companies.

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PLANT PILLS 


B* AND new to most farmers are granu- 
lar fertilizers which flow through the 
distributor like bird shot. Several kinds of 
nitrogen fertilizer can be bought in granules 
or pellets. Superphosphate is available in 
pellets of different analyses, one running as 
high as 32 per cent available phosphoric acid. 
Engineers say potash can be pelleted. 
fertilizers in granular form are 
now market in a variety of ratios of 
the three plant foods.

\re granular goods as efficient as pow- 
red? The answer seems to be “Yes.”’ Pro- 
ssor C. B. Sayre, Geneva Experiment Sta- 
tion, New York, tells of trials in which 
pulverized and granulated fertilizers applied 
and in bands two and one-half 
inches to side of the plants and three 
inches deep were compared in treating to- 
matoes with a 4-16-4 fertilizer. 

In each instance the granulated fertilizer 
gave a markedly higher yield than the 
pulverized fertilizer despite the fact that 
the drought of the past summer was par- 
ticularly hard on tomatoes. 


Granules Gave High Yield 


HERE the two fertilizers were broad- 

cast, the granulated form gave an in- 
crease of one ton over powdered fertilizer 
and a gain of nearly three tons over the un- 
fertilized tomatoes. Where the fertilizers 
were applied in bands, the differences be- 
tween the two forms were not quite so 
marked, the granulated fertilizer outyielding 
he pulverized by three-fourths of a ton;

certainly the best way to put out super- 
phosphate for efficiency of the phosphoric 
acid, for ease of application, and to prevent 


injury by excessive amounts near the seed.” 
When superphosphate is put in the soil it 
tends to react with certain compounds which 
nder its phosphoric acid either unavailable 
or very slowly available to crop plants. This 
is particularly true in the case of acid soils. 
Because of this fact it is common practice 
0 apply from five to ten times as much 
\osphoric icid to the soil as is actually re- 
oved by the growing crop. 
When this heavy application is made in 
the soil comes in contact 
ith only the surface of the granule and the 
most of the phosphoric acid remains in an 
available form. Crop roots surround the 
granule and absorb the phosphoric acid as 
it diffuses out into the soil. A large per- 
centage of it is thus made available to crops 
before being fixed in the soil as unavailable

A clerk there bought two dozen of my large 
clean fresh eggs, and I collected the extra 
eight cents a dozen. She sent me to the drug- 
gi vife, who purchased a dozen, and 
then to the hardware store where I disposed 


of another dozen. 

The hardware merchant's wife sent me 
across the street to the jeweler’s wife, who 
bought the remaining dozen. Each gave a 
repeat order for the following week. 

Thus was my egg route started. I had 
walked less than two blocks. Later on as 
the number of eggs increased, I added a 
banker, a barber, a musician, a dentist, a 
doctor, and some railroaders’ wives to my 


list. 


Dressed Chickens, Too 


OT only do I sell eggs on the route, 
but I sell dressed chickens. In 1936 I 


dressed every cockerel except four, which I 


sold alive as a special accommodation to the | 


buyers. Old roosters and cull hens are sold 


| as pressed chicken at a gain of from 60 to 





90 per cent above open market prices. 

Occasionally we sell other farm products 
on the egg route—whipping cream, churn- 
ing cream, and cottage cheese. The more 
products we can sell to our customers, the 
less expense we have for delivery. 

The first year of my egg route experience 
I sold my eggs at an average of 412 cents a 
dozen above market price. The second year 
I pushed the price up to five cents premium. 

I do very little credit business and so far 
have never lost a penny. I have dropped 
only two customers willfully. One always 
found a little egg or two, although my eggs 
run much larger than eggs sold at the store 
for the same price, for I sell only the large 
ones. 

The other found she could buy eggs five 
cents cheaper at a chain store. I humored 


her along for a time. She paid 35 and 40 | 


cents a dozen in winter when eggs were 
scarce, without a word. I cut my price to 
meet her’s but found out that I could sell 
every egg without cutting the price, so | 
dropped her as unprofitable. 


Cushion Cartons Only 


I SELL my eggs in cushion cartons. I sell 
only large clean eggs, and never wash 
one. If soiled slightly I clean with a sharp 
knife, a razor blade, or a piece of sand- 
paper, or perhaps a new wire dishrag. I 
guarantee my eggs against spoilage and 
against breakage. 

I do little advertising. My customers do 
it for me. If I have more eggs than cus- 
tomers buy, I take a carton, call on a 
prospective customer, explain how we feed 
for egg quality, how we gather often, cool 
quickly, cull out all small and dirty eggs, 
and tell of our guarantee against bad eggs 
and breakage. I usually sell. 

I manage’ my flock so I get eggs when 
my neighbors do not. I can easily have eggs 
when prices are high and secure customers 
then without trouble.

It lends money 
build new power lines to reach rural 
families who are without electric service. It 
lends money to wire rural homes and other 
buildings 

Does it loan to individuals? No; only to 
groups of persons or to organizations. 
R. E. A. lists state agencies, farmers co-ops, 


public power districts, municipal power 
plants, existing public utility companies as 
possible borrowers. 

Can any group of farmers secure a loan? 
No; each application must represent a proj- 


ect that will be economically sound. If the 
irmers in the group want electricity only 
for lights, the chances of getting a loan are 


pretty im. 

How much electricity must be used? 
R. E. A. answers that question as follows: 

‘To make a project economically sound 
and self-supporting, it will be necessary, as 
a general rule, to use in each household an 
lectric refrigerator, a kitchen range, or a 
water heater, or else to use on the farm a 
piece of electrical farm equipment such as 

milk cooler, a feed grinder, or a general- 
purpose motor.”

“To be economically successful, an inde-

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MILK CONTROL 
ILK control has changed color in 


New Jersey. The state milk control 
board, organized in 1933, has granted per- 
mission to producers and distributors to 
establish new norms based on dealers’ sales 
of fluid milk. 

This means, most likely, that control is to 
be turned back to the industry, although 
the board still retains the power to estab- 
lish wholesale and retail prices, and will act 
as referee for producers and distributors. 

This move is the first of the kind to be 
instituted by any state milk control board. 

The ability of producers and distributors 
to regulate the supply of milk according to 
the dealers’ needs, will enable the board to 
decide whether the industry is in any posi- 
tion to resume complete control of the milk 
business without governmental regulation.

RAILER camps are in full bloom in 

Florida. Saint Petersburg now has 2,000

Tue Department of Agriculture 
still hopeful of a bumper wheat crop, 
but moisture conditions still make it 
unlikely—The world now short of 
wheat and bidding for supplies — 
Large crop could be sold profitably 
—Reports from the staff of 1500 crop 
correspondents maintained jointly 
by Mr. Snow and the Farm Journal 


By B. W. SNow 


Chicago, Tuesday, February 9 


HE Secretary of Agriculture is much 
g Basher over what he says is a possi 

bility of a serious over-production of 
wheat this year. He can see a crop so large 
as to result in an unprofitable price for the 
grain. 

As basis for his alarm, he cites the record 
breaking acreage of seeding which his De 
partment reports; assumes a normal winter 
kill; and anticipates the possibility of an 
average yield per acre for the balance. For 
spring wheat, not planted until next April, 
he counts upon a heavily increased acreage, 
which with a normal yield would insure a 
very large crop. 

Unfortunately, the producing of a wheat 
crop is not the simple matter of merely 
guessing the acreage, assuming an average 
yield, and presto, a crop of record size. 
Other factors not to be ignored are weather, 
farm power, and financial ability of the 
wheat growers. 


Winter Wheat Pasture 


| pared not share the optimism of those 
who insist upon harvest results before 
all the seed is in the ground. The large 
winter wheat acreage seeded does not en 
tirely represent an intention to grow wheat 
for the 1937 harvest. 

A material percentage of the area seeded, 
particularly west of the Missouri river, was 
intended for fall and spring pasturage for 
farm animals until natural pasture is avail- 
able next spring. For this reason, the per- 
centage of abandoned acreage will loom 
large under any circumstances, and particu- 
larly large if plant growth is poce when 
it comes out of the winter. 


Shortage of Moisture 
PPROXIMATELY one-third of the win- 


ter wheat acreage is in the semi-arid 
area of the western plains, where the rainfall 
of the last six months has been so deficient 
that at this time the actual prospect for a 
crop is much below normal. In fact, the soil 
moisture present in the western plains area 
does not justify anything except expectation 
of a large acreage abandonment and a small 
crop. 
Moisture conditions in the spring wheat 
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an 


territory are also bad. Rainfall from August 
to December was wholly inadequate to re- 
plenish the exhausted soil moisture. There 1s 
no use arguing the fact that rainfall in the 
semi-arid area, between removal of one crop 
and the seeding of another is the dominating 
factor in determining the yield of the wheat 
crop. Under these conditions, talk of a 
normal wheat yield in the great middle and 
western plains area is something wholly 


unwaftl anted. 


A Small Carryover 
\ S A MATTER of fact, the world wheat 


situation, as well as our own domestic 
situation, justifies belief that a large crop 
would be to the interest of the American 
farmer. 

Four years of short crops, curtailed by 
drought damage and supplemented by gov- 
ernmental measures to restrict acreage, have 
resulted in elimination of our safety reserve 
wheat supplies, and made us importers of 
nearly 50,000,000 bushels a year. 

The net result is that our stocks of wheat 
are some 56,000,000 bushels smaller on Janu- 
ary | than they were a year ago. Last year, 
our wheat carry-over on July 1 was 136,000,- 
000 bushels. 

If disappearance runs at the same rate for 
the next six months, we will have a margin 
of bread safety on July 1 of only some 
80,000,000 bushels, as compared with a car- 
ryover in 1934 (excessive, to be sure) of 
nearly 400,000,000 bushels. 

In other words, we would face a situation 
that involves only about a two months 
supply of our daily bread. Such a close 





adjustment should insure a satisfactory wheat 
price for any crop that we are likely to raise 
this year. 


The World Wheat Supply 


HE close adjustment between’ our 

domestic needs and our available supply 
is also duplicated in the world’s situation. 
Three or four years ago, the world was 
under pressure from very heavy carry-over 
supplies of old wheat, and all surplus pro- 
ducing countries were seeking by govern- 
mental edict to limit production, or by other 
means to reduce supplies. Canada, Aus- 
tralia, France and United States, all big 
producers, were striving to maintain an 
artificial wheat price level for their own 
producers. 

Again nature took a hand, with crop 
shortages or failures in exporting and im- 
porting countries. These burdensome world 
stocks have melted away, and European 
countries that had been plagued with notions 
of economic nationalism now find it neces- 
sary to scour the world in an effort to get 
bread for their people. 

This is not a mere figure of speech, but 
a statistical record of fact. At the end of 
the present crop year, or next July 31, the 
world wheat stocks appear likely to be 
under 520,000,000 bushels, or 200,000,000 
less than in 1936. 

This is less than one half of the available 
stocks carried over in 1934. We have 
reached, temporarily at least, the end of the 
burdensome surplus present since the late 
twenties. 

On the basis of our domestic and world 
situation, I shall be highly pleased if there 
is a substantial wheat crop this year. My 
regret is that I can only see a probability 
of a very modest rate of acre yield over the 
one-third of our current acreage that lies in 
the semi-arid belt. It looks as if a bumper 
crop could easily be sold at a genuinely 
profitable price. 


Germany on Rations 


HE EUROPEAN situation also tells a 

story of a shortage of meats and fats. 
The two together, bread and meat, mean 
real food shortage. Taking recent govern- 
mental programs in Germany as more or 
less typical of a general condition, we find 
a deplorable situation. 

Margarine, butter, lard and other edible 
fats have been rationed to the people of 
Germany since January 1. The purpose, of 
course, is to give all classes, rich and poor 
alike, a share in the limited supply of these 
foods. 

Orders are issued permitting the purchase 
and consumption of only fixed quantities 
of these fats. In order to prevent shortages 
of supply, only a limited amount is issued 
to the retail trade, and it in return, is re- 
quired to reduce its sales to customers by 
20°. Retailers are required to register their 
customers, and consumers may only buy at 
the store where registered. 

In this country, at least, we have a pros- 
pective food supply with a margin that will 
enable us to not only avoid the bread line 
ourselves, but produce a surplus for world 
relief. '

Your introduction to an amazing 
family of flowers which can supply 
blooms from frost to frost

HAT an accommodating family! 

W Not so fussy as most perennials, 

and almost all hardy, even in New 
England. They have very few pests, gen- 
erally increase rapidly. 

A bit of imagination soon shows the 
many ways they can be used. The dwarf 
types are all beautiful in rock gardens, or in 
the fronts of perennial borders where they 
make great splashes of color when combined 
with the small early bulbs or with perennials 
like mertensias and primulas. 

Catalogues of special iris growers are 
exciting enough to make us all iris mad. 
The United States Department of Agricul 
ture in Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1406 explains 
their classification and culture, while some 
state experiment stations issue special iris 
bulletins. It’s all there for the asking! 

Here’s a condensed guide for a season of 
bloom, as a starting point, and the Ameri- 
can Iris Society, 116 Chestnut Street, Ta- 
koma Park, D. C., will be glad to enroll 
you as a member and keep you constantly 
informed. 


Early Dwarf Iris 


First is the fragrant, tiny I. reticulata, 
coming as frost disappears. It likes a sandy 
soil and a dry exposure in the rock garden. 
In April the dwarf Iris cristata appears in 
both a blue and a white form with crested 
golden blotches. A slightly acid soil, semi- 
shade, and very early spring division will 
bring quick increase. 

Equally valuable for the rock garden are 
the blue and the white wild species, I. 
pumila, bearded but stemless. Hybridizers 
have produced other beautifully colored 
dwarfs in named varieties like Aramis, 
Neola, Orange Queen, Rose, Tony and Ylo, 
while unnamed seedlings in colors are also 
available, and inexpensive. These hybrids 
need division every two years, and a feeding 
of old manure before and after blooming. A 
certain small group—Pixy, Hobo, and Play 
Boy—hold back their blossoms until June. 

Next follows in early May a group of 
bearded iris with the form of the tall “Ger- 
man,” but with bloom two or three weeks 
earlier, and with a height of only 15-30

Orange Rolls 


1 cup boiling water 2 tablespoons lukewarm 
% cup sug water 

1%4 teaspoons salt 4 cups flour 

1 tablespoon shortening 1 orange 

1 cake mpressed yeast 6 tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon sugar 

Pour boiling water over sugar, salt and 
shortening. Add yeast and teaspoon of 


sugar to lukewarm water. Let stand to dis- 
solve. When first mixture is lukewarm, add 
yeast, beaten egg and 2 cups flour. Beat 
thoroughly. Add remaining flour to make a 
soft dough. Place in lightly greased bowl, 
cover and store in refrigerator. Grate orange 
rind and let stand with the 6 tablespoons 
sugar 12 hours. Punch dough down, roll 
out into a rectangular sheet. Spread lightly 
with softened butter and the orange mix- 
ture. Roll jelly roll fashion and cut in 1 inch 
slices. Place in greased pan, cover, let rise 
until double in bulk and bake in moder- 
ately hot oven (425° F.) 12-15 minutes. 
Brush at once with Orange Glace.

When double in bulk, 
bake in moderately hot oven, (375° F.) 15 
to 20 minutes. 


Butterscotch Pecan Rolls 
Take dough from refrigerator. 
down and roll into rectangular sheet. Brush 
with melted butter and sprinkle with brown 
sugar. Roll jelly roll fashion and slice 1 inch 
wide. Prepare a pan, about 1/2 to 2 inches 
deep, by melting 4 cup butter in it, cover- 
ing the butter with 12 cup brown sugar and 
sprinkling % cup pecan meats over the 
sugar. Place rolls, cut side down, on the 
nuts, cover and let rise until double in bulk. 
Bake in moderately hot oven (400° F.) 12 
to 20 minutes. Turn from pan at once. To 
make individual rolls, prepare each section 
of a muffin pan with butter, brown sugar 
and pecan meats. Place a roll in each sec- 
tion, cover and let rise until double in bulk 
before baking. Other nuts may be used in 
place of pecans.
